S.R.O. 391. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 60 of the Canton- 
. ments Act, 1924 (II of 1924) and in supersession of the Hyderabad Residency 
Orders Notification No. 88 dated the 20th December, 1905, the Cantonment Board, 
Secunderabad, with the previous sanction of the Central Government imposes a tax 
at the rates specified in the Schedule annexed hereto on the vehicles and animals 
specified in the said Schedule when used or kept for use within the Secunderabad 
Cantonment. 

Provided that only one-third of the tax for a quarter shall be leviable in res- 
pect of any vehicle or animal used or kept for use within the said Cantonment 
for a period exceeding 15 but not exceeding 30 consecutive days in that quarter: 

Provided further that the tax shall not be leviable in respect of — 

(a) any vehicle or animal belonging to the Government or any vehicle kept 

for sale by any bona fide dealer and not used for any other purpose, or 

(b) any hackney carriage taxable under the Secunderabad Hackney Car- 

riage Law, 1887, or 

(c) any vehicle or animal belonging to any servant of the Cantonment 

Board or the Central Government, who maintains such vehicle or 
animal for the discharge of his official duties and who is in receipt 
of a conveyance allowance for such maintenance, or 

(d) any vehicle or animal which was not used for the whole of any quarter 

if due notice is given by the owner in accordance with the bye-laws 
for the assessment and recovery of this tax. 

2. The tax referred to above shall be payable for every quarter commencing 
on the 1st January, 1st April, 1st July or 1st October of the year at one-fourth 
the rates specified in the said Schedule.
